Cock Crowing: and the Weather. 


The time marking propensities of the 


common cock during the night session 
have long been the subject of remark and 
conjectures as the cause very freely in- 
dulged in.

BURNED TO DEATH. 


FOUR ] EOFLE LOSE THEIR LIVES AT 


THE OAKDEN STHEET FIBE. 


On List Sunday night, shortly after 


9 o'cloi k, the two and a-half story 
frame dwelling house on Garden street, 
occupiel by Thomas iirooks, was dis- 
covered to be on fire. The whistle of 
the Electric Light Company 
first 


sounded the general alarm. It was 
taken up by the fire belli of No. 1 aud 
No. 2 C Jiupanies, and the apparatus o! 
eacli was quickly started. The No. 1 
Company, being misled by the bell 
taps, thought the file was in the 3rd 
Ward, and did not arrive on Ihegiound 
until after No 2 was pi tying on tlie 
fire 
Tie file originated in the back 


part of i he house and apparently start- 
ed in t h j kitchen from an over heated 
stove. 
The fire caught in the weather 


boaids ind passing up between the 
studding enveloped the back portion 
of the h JUSL> in a sliest of fi.ime. 


The iimuU'S of the house ware .Mr. 


and M i s 
Thomas Brooks, Mis. Drys- 


dali>, tin aged mother of Mrs. Brooks, 
Miss Maggie Brooks, and Thomas and 
Kohert Miller, aged about 10 and 8 
years re'pectively. 


Shortly after the crowd had gather- 


ed the fiunt door was broken down by 
the neighbors to save the furniture and 
household goods. 
The noise aroused 


Thomas Brooks who climbed from the 
second •tory to the roof of the porch 
and jumped to the ground. His daugh- 
ter Magf,ie shortly afterward escaped 
by climbing out the douner window ii 
the attic, and creeping along the gut- 
ter spoul to the adjoining house, was 
rescued 'rom her perilous position by 
means of a ladder 
The other mem- 


bers of the household perished in the 
flames. 


Mis. Brooks occupied a bed room 


immediately over the kitchen. 
Her 


body wa 
i> found near the window next 


to the al ey , her charred remains weie 
so badly disfigured as to be haidly 
recognized. 


The body of Thomas Miller, tiie old- 


est boy, ^vas found in the second story 
at the foot of the stairs leading to the 
attic, he was also badly burned and bad 
evidently fallen while groping along 
endeavoring to escape. 


The body of Thomas Miller was 


found ne ir the foot of the stairs, be* 
tween tuo (rout room and the dining 
room, lie was also badly burned. 


Mrs. ^Jrysdale, who was a lady of 


83 years of age, occupied the front 
loom of the second story. 
She evi- 


dently mut her death by suffocation. 
Her dooi was tightly closed and the 
room was free fom fire. lier body 
was fouml near the door where she had 
fallen in her endeavor to escape. 


It was not until after the members 


of the members of the fire companies 
hud been on the ground for some time 
that theie was any intimation that 
there mi(,ht be some of the family still 
in the building. 
When the file broke 


out it Wiis still early, and the natural 
supposition would be that the residents 
had left the burning building. As 
soon however as the euquiiy reached 
the ears of the firemen as, to the where- 
abouts of the missing members of the 
family a search was made. 
If inform- 


ation had been given to the foremen of 
the fire companies upon their arrival, 
that there were any persons iu the 
burning building, an attempt to make 
the rescue at all hazards would have 
have been promptly made. 
On the 


contrary, it is said, that the members 
of the companies were led to believe 
that nil tlie occupants were out of the 
house. 
Unfortunately, the attempt at 


rescue was made too late. 
The fire- 


men, who, as soon as it was conject- 
ured that some of the family had not 
made their escape, entered the buio- 
ing building and bore from it the life- 
less forms of the victims of the flames.

An Egyptian Wrapped In the Folds of u 


Very Old Miinugcrlpt. 


The Etruscan alphabet can be read with 


as much ease as the alphabet of Rome; Hie 
words of a text are usually divided from 
one another by means of points, and yet 
the meaning of these words cannot be 
fixed. Like the geologist who comes to a 
"fault" in the strata he is examining, so in 
Etruscan the philologist finds a linguistic 
"f.-iult"—a language which refuses to be 
(.•ompared with any other that is known to 
dim. 


A discovery made by Professor Krall of 


Vienna has removed the first difficulty 
which stands in our way. It can no longer 
be said that it Is impossible to decipher the 
Etruscan langauge because the materials 
for doing so are iiiBufiident. Three-fourths 
of an ancient Etruscan book, written on 
linen, has been discovered, and discovered, 
moreover, in tho most unlikely of places— 
the coffin of an Egyptian mummy. 


The mummy was brought from Egypt 


some 40 years a«o by an Austrian traveler 
and deposited after his death In the mu- 
seum of Agram. When unrolled, it was 
found that the linen bands which were 
wrapped around it were covered with writ- 
ten characters. 
They were examined in 


1807 by Brugsch Pasha, who Imagined them 
to be Ethiopia, and in 1877 by Sir Richard 
Burton, who suspected that they were Na- 
bathean. 
It was reserved for Professor 


Krall to point out that the characters were 
the well known letters, of the Etruscan al- 
phabet, and that tho words they embodied 
occurred in the inscriptions of Etruria. 


Professor Krall's discovery was made at 


the beginning of 1801. Since then he has 
been occupied in transcribing the text, por- 
tions of which are difficult to read, and in 
determining the order in which the frag- 
ments should be arranged. The result of 
bis work has been published by the im- 
perial academy of Vienna. His memoir is 
an exhaustive account of the discovery, and 
contains a tr.uiBliteration of tho text, as 
well aa photographs of the linen wrappings, 
together with the report of experts on the 
condition of the linen and the character of 
;he ink. Part of the memoir is devoted to 
the removal of any doubts that may be felt 
as to the genuineness of the newly discov- 
ered book. 


The text originally contained 13 columns, 


the greater part of which has been pre- 
served. More than 200 lines of it remain, 
including the last paragraph of the work. 
It was divided Into sections or chapters, 
clihtlnguished from one another by spaces, 
and the single words are separated by means 
of points.—Fortnightly Review.

Better Hygienic Conditions. 


Since the Crimean war the military au- 


thorities, aided by the excellent hygienists 
among tho medical officers of the army, 
have placed the health of the army in a 
much more satisfactory condition, and the 
result is that the mortality of the army is 
now less than half what it was before the 
war. But it is not in our army alone that 
such results have been produced. Formerly 
tho deaths from sickness in campaigns were 
four times as numerous as those from 
wounds. Every campaign now lessens the 
proportion, because tho sanitary condition 
pf a soldier's life, both in peace and war, is 
much better attended to. 


In the Crimean war, after the sad expe- 


rience among our own troops owing to de- 
fective sanitary organization, we sent out 
a sanitary commission and improved the 
hygienic condition of our troops, while 
France failed to do so, and the final result, 
according to Chenu, is that, while we lost 
IS per 1,000 of our men, France lost 155 of 
hers. Formerly the rate of mortality in 
the chief towns of British India, such as 
Calcutta and Bombay, was appalling; now 
by hygienic improvements and in spite of 
the tropical climate it scarcely exceeds 
that of Manchester, Liverpool or G-lasgow. 
—Lord Playfair. 


Karly Prejudice Against Potatoes. 


The way of the potato was baid to have 


been barred by the prejudice that it was 
never mentioned in the Bible. ID the Lo- 
tbians It camo in about in 1740, the year of 
the dearth, from Ireland, but was confined 
to gardens till about 1T54, when it waa 
planted in fields about Aberlady

close of the century it was a general artiolo 
of diet. 


Ramsay says that George Henderson 


went about 1730 for a bag of potatoes to 
Kilsytu, where the Irish method of field 
culture had lately been tried, and intro- 
ducec} the potato into Meutieth., where a' 
lew had been known, but only in kalo 
yards. The old folks, however, did not take 
kindly to the now food. Old George Ba- 
ehop, one ol the Oehtertyre tenants, when 
told, by his wife that she had potatoes for 
supper, said: "Tatties! Tattles I I never 
supped on them a' iay days and wiuna the 
went, G16 them to the herd and get me 
sot-rens." It is significant that Burns, who 
sang the praises of kale and porridge and 
haggis, sh.puld have'nothing to say of tko 
potato.—Blackwood's Magazine. 


Nature and Art In Greek St.ai u«s, 


ArrhfeologUts have observed that in 


Greek statues the male eye is strongly 
arched, while the female eye has rather a 
flattened surface, and referring to accounts 
by the older anatomists who have affirmed 
such a difference to exist they have seen in 
this a fresh proof of the exact observation 
of nature by the ancient Greeks. 
The 


rule is not •without exceptions, for the cor- 
nea in the Zeus of Otricoli has quite a flat 
form. Herr Greef recently set himself to 
inquire whether such a sexual difference 
actually exists, arid from individual meas- 
urement of the radius of the cornea in the 
horizontal meridian he gets an average of 
7.S3 mm. for men and 7.82 mm. for women 
(Bonders gives 7.838 and 1,70S), so the dif- 
ference is to small as to be imperceptibly 
to the naked eye. Measurement o{ other, 
dimensions gave but minute differences 
also. 
The author concludes that the 


Greeks, from artistic motives, did not in 
this case follow nature.—London Nature.
